Being Carried Out. 


‘JOKER’-ON TOLLS DENIED. 


Sénator Walsh Declares Commit- 
tee Knew Terms of Party 
Statement.

Washington. D. C., Feb. 8.—[Special. }]— 
Charges of violation of the party pledges in 
the Baltimore platform are being huried at 
the administration by some of the Dem- 
ocratic members of both houses of congress 
Who are oppofed to Mr. Wilson's course. 

Certain Democrats have for some time dis- 
liked the efforts of the president to represent 
all of the people in the conduct of his office 
rather than to carry out the dictates of the 
party whicn elected him.. This oppositior 
hag reached its highest point becaure of the 
recommendation by Mr. Wilson that copn- 
gress repeal the clause of the Panama canal 
act which exempts American coastwise ship- 
ping from the payment of tolls. The op- 
ponnents deny the fololwing phrase was 


slipped into the Baltimore platform as a 
joker: 


“We favor the exemption from tolls of 
American ships engaged in coastwise trade 
passing through the Panama canal.” 


See Ten Planks Violated. 
According to those who are making a fight 
against Mr. Wilson's leadership, he has vio- 


lated or intends to urge the violation of ter: 


planks of the platform. The opponents are 
not united in their antagonism of the presi- 
dent, many of the complaints being the re- 
sult of sentiment In the various communi- 
ties which the “insurgents” represent. 

The Louisiana senators and members 
charge that the reduction and ultimate re- 
moval of the duty on sugar were in violation 
of the tariff plank. 

Some of the northern senators assert the 
plank on currency legislation was so doctored 
as to commit the party against the estab- 
lishment of a central bank when the conven- 
tion intended to declare its opposition only 
to the plan for a central bank as provided by 
the Aldrich bill. 

Southern representatives find in the presi- 
dent’s recommendation for a national pri- 
mary law a violation of the state rights 
plank and of the pian providing for the pro- 
motion of the movement toward more popu- 
lar government “ through legislation in each 
state.”’ 

Many Democrats from all sections charge 
violations of the plank declaring that ‘‘ the 
law pertaining to the civil service shall be 
} rigidly enforced.” 

The movement for an amendment to the 
constitution making the president ineligible 
for reéiection, indorsed by the piatform, has 
been killed by Democratic inaction. 

Attitude Toward Philippines. 

Other than an increase in self-government, 
it is generally asserted that the Democratic 
party has done nothing to carry out the plank 


. fayoring “an immediate declaration of the 


nation’s purpose to recognize the independ- 
ence of thé Philippine islands as soon as a 
stable government can be established.” 

The plank relating to Alaska contains noth- 
tng In regard to government construction of 
railroads, yet the president is forcing such @ 
meesure through congress. . 

Through the appointment of a commis. 
sioner for the District of Columbia, whose 
term of residence here has been attacked, it 
ip said the president has violated the plank 
that the officials named for: the district 
“should be qualified by previous bona fide 
residence.” 

By the direction for Americans to leave 
Mexico it is held the administration has 
violated the plank providing that “every 
American citisen residing or having prop- 
erty in any foreign country is entitled to 
and must be given the full protection of the 
United States government, both for himself 
and his property.’’. 


Stand on Tolls Problem. 

The administration does not attempt to de- 
fend the proposed violation of the Panama 
canal tolls piank. It takes the broad ground 
that the foreign difficulties of the nation 
have placed the government in the position 
where patriotism musat take precedence of 
party. | 

Senator O’Gorman of New York insists the 
plank which it is now proposed to break was 
a solemn declaration of principle and ae such 
should be observed. The suggestion of Con- 
gressman Adamson, chairman of the house 
committee on ‘nterstate and foreign com- 
merce, that the canal tolls declaration was 
a “joker” slipped into the platform with- 
out the knowledge of the convention is de- 
nounced as absurd, in view of the fact that 
the resolutions committee carefully consid- 
ered every sentence of the draft of the plat- 
form it recommended for adoption and the 

report of the committee was not approved by 
the convention until after the presidential 
candidate hai been selected. 


Walsh Denies Tolls “Joker.” 

Senator Walsh of Montana, who was a 
member of the resolutions committee, this 
afternoon . emphatically repudiated the 
chatge that the Panama canal tolls plank 
was a “ joker.”

Sherman Says Chicago Building 
Is Not Suited to Needs. 


MENACE TO EMPLOYES. 


Poor Light and Ventilation. May. 
Bring Loss of Health. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.} 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 8.—[Special. ]}~—De- 
plorable conditions exist in the Chicago post- 
office, menacing the health of several hun- 
dred postal employés and hampering the 
business activity of mill.ons of people in the 
middle west. according to Senator Sherman 
of Illinois. 

In describing an inspection of the postofiice 
he made recently, the senator today cited

the following shortcomings of the service: 

The congestion of mail matter fs so great ; 
and deliveries are so delayed that the filling 
of mail orders by nearly all business houses 
is kept from twenty-four to forty-eight hours 
in arrear. 

The quarters of the employés handling the 
mail in the federal building are extremely 
insanitary; a typical breeding spot of tuber- 
culosis. 


Will Demand Early Action. 

Senator Sherman wil] bring the condition 
of the Chicago postal service to the atten- 
tion of the senate postoffice committee and 
of the postoffice department with a view 
to obtaining immediate remedies. 

“Further delay in the location of a new 
pos.office on the west side adequate to the 
needs of the service and fit to house humen 
beings is criminal,” the senator sa'd.. “ The 
entire postal establishment, including the 
administrative offices, ought to be trans- 
ferred to the west side, where the greater 
part of the mail is handled and only a sub- 
station at the most retained in the federal 
building. . Even then there would not be 
room enough in the federal building for the 
government departments, exclusive of the 
postal service. 


No Air or Sunlight. | 

“Surely it is a crime to compel men to 
work in the postoffice quarters of the federal 
building any longer. I was appalled by 
what I saw in a careful inspection of the 
premises. The rooms in which hundreds of 
men handle the mail have low ceilings and 
the total air epace is only a fraction of that 
required by the state law in factories. To 
many of these rooms daylight does not pene- ¢: 
trate. The ventiletion is inadequate. The 
rest rooms are no exception. 

“I am convinced that any person with a 
tendency to tuberculosis or other pulmonary 
weakness would sign his death warrant by 
going to work in such a place.” 

Other members of the Illinois delegation in 
congress have received numerous complaints 
from business interests concerning the in- 
adequacy of the Chicago postal service. 


CAMPBELL TELLS OF CONDITIONS. 

Postmaster D. A. Campbell, agreeing with 
Senator Sherman that there ie need of new 
quarters, defended the local postoffice service 
and said conditions are hardly as critical as 
indicated.

bility of Pushing Constitu- 
tional Amendment Now.

‘spread of prohibition sentiment in the Un'ted 


States in the last year has made a deep ‘mr 
pression on leaders in congress. 
The.events of that period, when viewed in 


the light of the ambitious program the tem-_ 


perance advocates have set for themselves in 
the immediate future, are causing a lot, of 
serious thinking and some anxiety on th 
part of members of congress who look: be- 
yond their noses. 

In fact, many of the leaders in the national 
legislature beliéve they already see the pro- 
hibition question looming as a naticnal is- 
gue. They fear the time is nearing when a 
constitutional amendment providing for 
nation wide prohibition may be submitted by 
congress to a referendum of the states. 


‘May Delay Amendment Plan. 

Such an amenament is pendng in both the 
house and the senate, and the promotion of 
it through congress is the accomplishment 
toward: which all the anti-rum forces are 
looking hopefully. 

By many of the cleverest of the crusade 


leaders doubt is expressed whether the time, 


is yet ripe for pushing the constitutional 
amendment resolution; whethtr it wouldn't 
be better to continue to strengthen the foun- 
dations of the movement by bringing more 
states definitely into the prohibition column. 

But that the test eventually will come in 
congress, and that the national legislators 
will be sunjected to pressure such as they 
bave seldom, if ever, experienced, is the 
growing conviction in Washington. 


Fear W. C. T. U. Delegations. 

It has long been a matter of comment in 
Washington that the only way in which tem- 
perance legislation can be prevented in con- 
gress is by holding the bills in committee 
and keeping them from the floor of the house 
or senate. When the average congressman 
is face to face with the liquor question and 
a delegation of W. C. T. U.’s, he may drink 
like a fish himeelf, but he will promptly re- 
cord his vote in favor of the drys. 

That, at least, was the history of the two 
most important developments of the lest year 
in the congress. The passage of the Jones- 
Works excise law for the District of Colum- 
bia and the enactment of the Webb-Kenyon 
law to prohibit the shipment of liquor into 
prohibition territory for sale were regarded 
by the temperance crusacers as red letter 
events on their last year’s calendar. 

They were elated not only over what the 
laws might accomplish but over the way in 
which their enactment demonstrated the hold 
of the antis tenpes out national legis:ature.
